MINOB BLAZES. 


CLEVELAND, O., Sept 27.—An organ- 


ized band of incendiaries has been endeavor- 
ing to bum down the town ever since the 
first great conflagration in the flats, which 
was also the work of fire-bugs. This fire 
occurred a month ago. Three weeks later 
the flats were again the scene of a 
conflagration. This also was the work of 
incendiaries. Thursday night half adeizen 
of tMfc finest business blocks to the heart of 
the city were fired, and had it^not been 
for the vigilance of private watchmen 
•would have doubtless been destroyed. The 
Blackstone building, occupied principally by 
lawyers, and one of the most substantial 
structures in the city, was fired at six 
o'clock. Old papers saturated with coal-oil 
had been placed in a narrow passageway and 
ignited. The Wilshire Block, on Superior 
street, the largest and most expensive build- 
ing in the city, was also fired. One 
door was considerably burned, as well as a 
portion of a water-closet In the comer 
near a sink stood a dust-bin. 
This was a 


receptacle of the waste-basket contents of 
the building. The incendiaries carried in 
this box and dumped it on the floor, then 
poured oil upon it, leaving the empty bottle 
on 
the 
pile and set fire to the oily 


mass. At this hour the building was nearly 
deserted. 
This attempted burning was 


started at the most difficult place of access 
to the fire department of any portion of the 
block. About the time of the fires in the 
Wiltshire and Blackstone buildings a blaze 
was discovered in the upper story of tbe 
Beckman Block, on Superior street The 
firemen found a pile of robber burning, and 
extinguished it 
At seven p. m. clouds of 


smoke poured from under the staircase of 
the National Bank building, corner of Supe- 
rior and Water streets. Last night tlie mag- 
nificent stone structure used by the Brush 
Electric Company, on Euclid avenue, was 
fired. The incendiaries saturated paper with 
oil and Ignited it in tlie fourth story under a 
wooden stairway. 
Great excitement pre- 


vails here, and tlie Board of 'Underwriters 
has offered a large reward for the capture 
of tlie fire-bugs. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept 37.—When a train 


on tlie Northeastern Railroad, which left tills 
city at tan o'clock Thursday night, reached 
the long bridge across Lake Pontehartrain, 
It was discovered that one hundred feet of 
the structure had been burned and tlie fire 
was still raging. 
Attempts to arouse 


the 
people at Slidell, tlie other side 


of the bridge, proved ineffectual. 
The 


flames burned themselves out after de- 
stroying a quarter of a mile of tlie work. All 
freight traffic will have to be suspended un- 
til the damage can be repaired, but passen- 
ger trains will be run as soon as a transfer 
boat can be secured. The company has 
creosote works at Slidell, with a large 
amount of ereosoted lumber on hand,and will 
push the work of repair rapidly. The loss 
is perhaDS in the neighborhood of $30,000. 
The trestle is the longest in the world, 
twenty-eight 
miles, 
extending 
from 


this city to within two miles of Slidell. It is 
a magnificent piece of work, built entirely 
of ereosoted lumber. Six miles of the bridge 
is over the lake wl* two draws, one near 
the northern and tlie other near the southern 
beaclL Between the draws tlie fire oc- 
curred. Every precaution was taken by the 
officials to prevent fire, and the accident is 
attributed to the carelessness of employes. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., 'Sept 37.—Kellogg & 


Johnson's boot and shoe factory, corner of 
Seventh and V<Jn Minden streets, took fire 
at 12:30 this morning and was totally de- 
stroyed. The building was three stories and 
basement, and one hundred feet long by 
sixty wide. Loss, 86,000 on building, 85,000 
on machinery, and 890,000 on material and 
manufactured goods. Sixty men were em- 
ployed. The night watcman says it was

Death at Baltimore of John W. Garrett, 


President of the Baltimore & Ohio ItaU- 
road Company. 
DBEB PATHS, Md., Sept, 27.—John W. 


Garrett, President of tlie Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Company, died here at 5:25 o'clock 
yesterday morning, after a protracted illness, 
in the sixty-fifth year of lib age. Mr. Garrett 
was a native of Baltimore. He completed 
his 
education 
at 
Lafayette 
College, 


in Pennsylvania, when nineteen years of 
age. He then returned to Baltimore and 
entered the counting house of his father, 
where he remained until he was elected a 
Director for the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road Company in 1857. During tlie year 
following he was elected its President, and 
from that time the success jpf the road 
seemed assured. 
Through his manage- 


ment all connections of tlie road west of 
the Onto River were made. His labors were 
continuous. Though fie possessed a robust 
constitution, two 
years ago his 
health 


failed, but he did not withdraw from active 
participation In the management of the road 
until about a year ago. About that time Mrs. 
Garrett lost her life by an accident that 
caused a shock to his nervous system from 
which lie never recovered. 


A meeting of the Directors of the Bain- 


more* Ohio Railroad Company has held 
in this city this alteration, when resolutions 
•were adopted expressive of the sense of 
that bodyiat the loss which this city has sus- 
tained. 
The remains of Mr. Garrett reached the 


city shortly after seven o'clock last even- 
ing, 
and were removed immediately to 


Monticello, his country seat, from whioh the 
funeral will take place on Sunday. The re- 
mains were accompanied by his two sons, 
Robert and Harrison Garrett, several officials 
of the railroad,Dr. Garter, deceased's medical 
attendant, and others. As a mark of re- 
spect to Mr. Garrett, the flag on thecity hall 
was at half-mast, and a number of the more 
prominent buildjngs showed a like mark of 
esteem. The buildings of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railway Company, are draped in 
mourning. 
The active pall-bearers at Mr. Garrett's 


funeral on Sunday will be as follows: Sam- 
uel Spencer, Second Vice-President of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad; Or!find Smith,

E. W. Lilly, Sworn: Reside in De- 
atur, 111., and am in the employ of 
be Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific 
ailroad, as eight yard-man. I was 
iding from the depot down to the 
middle yard, east of depot, about 
2:15 last night. I was standing 
.own on the steps of the coach on 
fcte north side. About half way be- 
\ve in the depot and the J sper stieet 
tossing I saw the deceased and Mr. 
imes, the witness that has just tes- 
ified. Ames stepped off the track 
and deceased was about the middle 
.f the track, between the rails.

A me" stepped off I saw the flat car 
coming and heard Ames call to de- 
ceased (Lyons) to look ont. I was 
_oing to call to him just as Ames did 
>ut desisted, when 1 heard Ames, for 
'ear I should confuse him or cause 
limtolook'in the wrong direction 
Ames called ont loudly three times, 
and the deceased made an effort to 
jet off the track, and just aa he raised 
iis foot to step over the rail the car 
struck him in the back. I saw the 
:ar strike bim, and jumped off the 
coach I was on and tried to signal 
she engineer to stop his train, but 
ihere was a curve there ncd he could 
not see signal.
